Here are just a sampling of ideas for a memorable day. 





Get the whole gang fueled up and ready to go with a delicious breakfast at 
The Buff (2600 Canyon Blvd.), which has a menu packed with buttery stacks 
of pancakes, hearty omelets and savory skillets. 


Let the little ones burn off some steam outside. You’ll make plenty of family-album- 
worthy memories by heading to nearby Eldora (21 miles west of Boulder), a favorite 
ski area with locals and perfect for families. If you’re visiting during warmer months, 
opt for a nature hike with Boulder Open Space & Mountain Parks (303.441.3440) 
or rent bikes to ride along the lush and shady | 
Boulder Creek Path, which spans seven miles 
through the center of town. 





Into the Wind 


When it's time for lunch, downtown Boulder is an easily walkable area chock full of family- 
friendly eateries. Consider Pasta Jay's (1001 Pearl St.), Illegal Pete’s (1447 Pearl St), Mountain 
Sun (1535 Pearl St.) or Rueben's Burger Bistro (1800 Broadway). 


The afternoon holds more smile-inducing activities along Pearl Street at the toddler-favorite 
pop-jet fountain (between 13th and 14th Sts.), the climbable animal sculptures (between 15th 
and 14th Sts.) or the rock garden play area (between 13th and Broadway). Stop at Into the 
Wind (1408 Pearl St.) for a dose of color. The walls and ceilings are covered with kites and toys. 


Or venture further to north Boulder's Gateway Park Fun Center 

(4800 28th St.), where go-cart rides, mini-golf, batting cages and video games 
keep kids busy for hours. Boulder Reservoir (5565 N. 51st St.) offers sweeping 
views, canoeing, stand-up paddleboarding, sunbathing and more.

Recap the day's adventures over dinner at the The Sink (1165 13th St.), where you can make your mark on the walls and ceilings, 
which are covered in graffiti art. Or choose the Dark Horse (2922 Baseline Rd.), a favorite Boulder tavern with a din loud enough to 
mask any tantrums or cheers. 


If the kiddos (and you) aren't too tuckered out, catch a star or laser show at University of Colorado's Fiske Planetarium (2414 
Regent Dr.) or let the little ones run around to the sounds of some great Boulder music as the sun dips behind the Flatirons at one 
of our outdoor evening concert series. Mid-June to mid-August, you can choose from Meadow Music (select Mondays, 5:30-7pm, 
Chautauqua Park), Bands on the Bricks (Wed., 7-9pm,1300 block of Pearl St.) or Twenty Ninth Street Live 
(Sat., 6-9pm, Twenty Ninth Street shopping center).

An Only-in-Boulder Day 
Sample Thinerary 


For just one perfect day in Boulder (be forewarned: a day is not enough), seek out things you simply won't find 
anywhere else. 


Boulder was named one of America’s hottest up-and-coming coffee cultures 
by Expedia. Start your day with the roasty aromas emanating from Boxcar Coffee 
(1825 Pearl St.), where equipment reminiscent of a science lab ensures the perfect 

brew. They share a space with the upscale deli Cured, which serves gourmet 

breakfast sandos. Or start at the other end of Pearl Street at OZO Coffee 
(1015 Pearl St.), beloved by local chefs among others. 


Next, stroll along famous Pearl Street Mall (between 9th and 15th Sts.). Pearl Street is 
the soul of Boulder — a brick-paved pedestrian dining and shopping area that blossoms 
with flowers in the spring and summer and is lit by sparkling lights in the winter.

comes to that, rejuvenate over a cup of tea 

at the Boulder Dushanbe Teahouse (1770 13th St.), 
a spectacularly ornate building handcrafted in Tajikistan,

Linger for lunch at the teahouse, or consider other nearby patios for 
some fresh Colorado air and delicious food — the perfect pairing. 
Try The Rio Grande (1101 Walnut St.), Centro Latin Kitchen 
(950 Pearl St.) or the West End Tavern (926 Pearl St.).

Get out to admire a few of Boulder's natural wonders under 

the cool Colorado sunshine. Hike the Flatirons, the reddish, 

slanting rock formations that are Boulder's most defining landmark 
(Baseline Rd. and 9th St.), or relish mountain and valley vistas on a winding 
drive up Flagstaff Mountain (west on Baseline Rd. up Flagstaff Rd.). 


Reward your high-energy day with four-star food at the Flagstaff House (1138 
Flagstaff Rd.) — a once-in-a-lifetime dinner of Food Network-worthy dishes served 

with incomparable views. Or feast on fine organic cuisine and drinks at SALT 

restaurant (1047 Pearl St.). Afterward, try something totally Boulder — relax in a Zen-like 
atmosphere while you breathe sweet oxygen (great for those coming from lower 
altitudes) and sip elixirs, teas or “smartinis” at Tonic Herban Lounge (2011 10th St.). 


An only-in-Boulder day couldn't possibly end early. Keep the vibe 

going by catching a live radio show recording at the state-of-the-art 
eTown Hall (1535 Spruce St.), live music and entertainment at the iconic 
Boulder Theater (2032 14th St.) or local or national bands grooving 
with the college crowd at the Fox Theatre (1135 13th St.).
